YORK, England, Dec. 22.—The Archbishop of York 
broke his silence on the abdication of King Edward VIII 
today and, in words more outspoken than those which 
drew the fire of sections of the press and parliament on 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, implied the monarch’'s deci- 
sion would not have been made by a man of honor. 

“The harm was not done in December, nor even in Oct« 
ber, when the intention of marriage was announced to th 
| prime minister,” 
iter to his diocese, “but much earlier. 

“It has happened that many a man before now has 
found himself beginning to fall in love with another man’s 
wife. That's the moment of the critical decision and the 
right decision is that they should cease to meet before 
passion is so developed as to create an agonizing conflict 
between love and duty. 

“That decision has often been taken by men of honor.” 


Ranks Next To Canterbury 


Archbishop of Canterbury in the Church of England, 
clared any kind of love which conflicts with duty is “ 
love of which the gospel speaks.”’ 

He described the coming coronation of King George \ 
as a “rededication of our whole 
citizens.” 


Says Nation Strengthened In Crisis 


The Prelate said the British constitution had been 
strengthened by the crisis which grew out of King Ed- 
ward’s love for Mrs. Wallis Simpson, and added: 

“We, more deeply than ever, are committed to the 
Democratic principle of the supremacy of parliament 
exercised through ministers who have the confidence of 
the House of Commons.”

Legislation will sought to 
abolish serving of 
stores if a resolution to be sponsor- 
ed by the Edmonton Trades and 
Labor Council at the Alberta Fed- 
eration of Labor convention is 
given effect by the provincial gov- 
ernment. 

Other resolutions which will be 
sponsored by the local trades coun- 
cil at this convention will be one 
seeking regulation of hours worked 
by government employees in insti- 
tutions to 44 hours weekly; the re- 
establishing of a Department of 
Labor to co-ordinate and consolid- 
ate labor legislation; the establish- 
ing of a scheme to provide low 
cost housing for workers; 
serious effort be made by provin- 
cial and Dominion governments to 
abolish unemployment or provide 
an adequate sustenance allowance 
for unemployed, 


REDUCTION IN AGE 


The council will also sponsor a 
reduction in the age limit at which 
old age pensions are granted, and a 
resolution urging the federal gov- 
ernment to take over all social 
legislation, thus making for greater 
| efficiency and uniform social ser- 
vices throughout Canada 

Greater protection for workmen

THE BARRIE R TO WAR 

Moscow accuses the Spanish insurgents of 
having set fire to a Russian merchant ship, and 
sunk it, somewhere off the Spanish coast it is to 
be supposed. The serious feature is that the 
charge is made officially, and is declared to be 
based on definite information. Wars have been 
started by less provocative acts 

One reason Russia has not intervened in the 
Fascist onslaught before this is that the Red 
army cannot get to Spain by land and Russia 


has not a fleet powerful enough to transport 
and protect an expeditionary force by sea 
Neither are the Fascists’ backers, Germany and 
Italy, within reach 

The barrier of independent states, set up 
at the close of the war from the Baltic Sea to 


the Black Sea, was intended to keep Communism 
from breaking upon the democratic countries of 
western Europe. Germany and _ Italy 
ceased to be democratic, but the barrier 
stands. 

Whether and how long it can stand if these 
two countries continue to give underhand sup 
port to the Spanish Fascists, and to interfer:

Gelatin Desserts 

By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Gelatin desserts are among the most health- 
ful of all dessert dishes, delicious to the 
taste, enchanting to the eye and are fortunately 
very easily prepared. These are liked by nearly 
everyone and for this reason can be used with 
many variations due to the vast range of colors 
e and flavors possible and may 
be served often without be- 
coming tiresome. Gelatin has 
the value of being a 
method of serving § more 
vegetables and fruit juices to 
the family. The vegetables 
may be either cooked or raw, 
diced or grated, and molded 
in gelatin, and any fresh fruit 
juices except pineapple can

be used, The peculiarity of gelatin is that it can 


be dissolved in hot water or fruit juice and 
turns into a semi-solid jelly when cold, as it 
absorbs about five or ten times its own weight 
in water. The directions are easily followed: 
Measure the amount of liquid exactly, heat as 
directed on package, stir in the gelatin until it 
is entirely dissolved, pour into molds and cool 
A delicious dessert is ready in from an hour to 
an hour and a half. One might say that no 
experience is required in preparing gelatin if 
these simple instructions are followed. 

In addition to the charms which recommend 
gelatin to the cook, it is also endorsed by phy- 
sicians. It is a protein food, but because it lacks 
two amino acids, it is not a complete protein 
as is beef. This means that although gelatin 
may be used as a fuel food in the body, it does 
not serve to repair wear and tear of the tissues. 
It is a sparer or protector of other proteins and 
can be used advantageously in addition to othe: 
proteins. It is readily digested and makes very 
little demand upon the digestive organs and at 
the same time supplies the tissues with a food 
which can be used almost immediately. It tends 
to neutralize over-acidity in the stomach. 

Gelatin has also the remarkable property of 
increasing the coagulating power of the biood. 
Those who have nosebleed often or suffer from 
hemorrhages can help the coagulating power of 
the blood by the simple measure of dissolving a 
small amount of gelatin in a cup filled with hot 
water. This may be taken as soon as it is cool 
enough. In this way, a great deal of gelatin 
may be used in a half day. This remedy is also 
advisable in excessive bleeding during menstru- 
ation, and can be used before going to the 
dentist to prevent excessive bleeding from 
tooth extraction. You will find after using a 
plentiful supply in the diet, there is a tendency 
for the bones to be more pliant. If you do not 
take too much sugar with the gelatin, it is almost 
impossible td’ eat too much. 


Gelatin is an entirely different substance 
from the vegetable gelatin, agar-agor. Gelatin 


can be bought in two forms, either flavored or 


unflavored, Used with sour juices, such as 
tomato juice, lemon juice, etc., gelatin makes a 
fine addition to salads. Used with the fruit 


juices, it makes a delicious dessert 


QUESTIONS paved ANSWERS 

QUESTION: W. M. asks: “Is the high carbo- 
hydrate or starch hotens of figs or dates likely 
to cause fermentation in the intestines is taken 
with the usual meal? Also, what quantity would 
you si'ggest as sufficient for a meal if taken with 
milk?” 

ANSWER: One who is easily susceptible to 
fermentation from carbohydrates may not be 
able to use the figs or dates in any large quan- 
tity without producing excessive fermentation. 
Eech one must experiment for himself to see 
what quantity it is possible to take without mak- 
ing an unusual amount of gas. It is best to use 
the figs with milk and the dates with 
buttermilk, using five or six figs or perhaps ten 
or twelve A good quantity for a meal 
would be two glasses of the milk or buttermilk. 

QUESTION: J. B. writes: “I am 20 years old 
and stutter on certain words. Do you think I 
could correct that by going to a schodl for stut- 
tering people or will that leave itself when I 
get a little older?” 

ANSWER: You should go to a teacher who 
can help you in cc th defects. 
Do not wait to outgrow it, as the cure becomes 
more difficult each day. Such cases may usually 
be cured through proper training, and you 
should at begin such instruction so that 
you will not be pardicenand throughout life.

“Freddy” Smith, as I first knew him, was an 
older boy at schoo] with me. I followed his for- 
tunes through its stages as Oxford scholar, young 
barrister on the Northern Circuit, young M.P. 
for the Walton district of Liverpool, Attorney- 
General and Lord Chancellor of England. Sir 
R. P. Houston who represented another of the 
Liverpool seats was a great admirer of his bril- 
liant young colleague. A strange David and 
Jonathan friendship grew up between the rich 
old ship owner and the rising young parlia- 
mentary genius. It was currently believed that 
Houston had made Birkenhead his heir 

The friendship came to a sudden end. Heus- 
ton—as many of our rich Canadians have done 
—wanted to prevent any of his wealth going 
back as death dues to the country from which 
his wealth had come. He took up domicile in 
the Channel Islends, to try and bring his huge 
estate under the laws of Jersey. There was a

Houston was cut to the quick. The beautiful 
friendship vanished. The suppositious will mak- 
ing Birkenhead principal] heir was thrown into 
some suppositious flames, and the estate went 
to Lady Houston and all his collateral heirs. 
Lady Houston, who was aglady of the chorus be- 


fore she married the Liverpool shipowner. set 
out to play a game of financial poker with Mr 
Lloyd George, then Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer 

Lloyd George refused to accept the Jersey 
domicile. The Treasury department entered 
claim for heavy death dues. The sprightly lady 
finding argument of no avail, one day sent the 


British Chancellor a cheque and a sporting of- 
fer, The cheque was for a staggering sur 
$10,000,000 I think it was. The sporting offe: 
was to take the cheque and call the hounds of 
the law off. The offer was accepted and every- 
one was satisfied. 

Since then, Lady Houston has distinguished 
herself by wide philanthropies and generous 
gifts to patriotic purposes. When the British 
Government pleaded that it could not offer suit- 
able prizes for airplane contests, Lady Houston 
donated them.

A Woman’s Best Judgment Is Needed When She 
Learns That Her Husband Is Straying From 
The Family Fireside — She Should Act Slowly | 


DEAR MISS DIX—I have caught my husband making love to an-| 
other woman. What should I do? What attitude should I take? Should 
I act indifferent, say nothing to them but just leave their presence and 
act as if nothing had happened? Or should I let them know that I know 
and make a scene? Or should I blame it on the woman and tell my 
husband that I do not blame him; that it was the woman's fault, and | 
baby him and make believe I trust him?

Answer: 

No woman ever confronts a more difficult and dangerous pro-| 
blem than does the wife who discovers her husband making lore to) 
another woman. Her whole future and that of her children is at} 
stake. In no other crisis in her life will she need calmness and sure- 
ness of judgment with wisdom to guide her in making her decision 
as to what to do about it. Yet how can she when her vision is| 
clouded by the green mist of jealousy, when her heart is broken with| 
the knowledge of her husband's disloyalty and when her mind is} 
distraught with a thousand conflicting emotions? 

Naturally the wife’s first impulse is to stab back at her husband and 
to try to hurt him as much as he has hurt her and to complete the wreck 
he has begun of their home. She wants to drag him into the divorce 
court to take his children away from him and to salve her own hurt 
pride by publishing to the world how he has wronged her. It is only a} 
woman of exceptional intelligence and breadth of view who can view} 
the situation as calmly as this puzzled wife does and try to decide what | 
is the sanest attitude for a wife to take under the circumstances, 


Reviewing the suggestions that she makes as to the different lines | 
of conduct a wife might take who finds herself in this unfortunate pre-| 
dicament, I should say that whether or not the wife acted indiffercntly | 
when she caught her husband making love to another woman, would de- 
pend on how seriously she thought he meant it.

Skiing Turns 


In Lifted Stem Turn, Inside 
Ski is Lifted Clear of Snow 
—Brings Turn Around Fas- 
ter — Learning Turns In 
Correct, Order Easiest: Pro- 
cess ——- Unweighting Skis 
By Down-up-down Crouch- 
ing Movement Helps Con- | 


trol Skid. 


ARTICLE 4 

If learned after the stem turn, the 
lifted stem is readily mastered. The | 
chief difference between the lifted 
tem and the stem turn is that the 
inside ski is lifted clear of the snow | 
and placed parallel to the outside 
ski as soon as the turn begins {o 
take hold. Also, as the weight is} 
shifted rather fast, a slight swing | 
is made, Obviously, you will run 
difficulty if you have been 
lying down on the job of getting 
vour weight on the outside ski in 
the stem turn. You will discover 
that if is almost impossible to lift 
the inside ski clear of the ground 
If you do manage to lift, it will be 
after the turn is nearly completed, 
when the lifting does not help 


The reason for lifting is to bring 
the turn around faster, and to less- 
en the chance of spilling, since the} 
nside ski, which is more likely to 
catch in rutted snow, is not in con- 
fact with the ground. If the weight 
is where it belongs, the lifting will 
be accomplished very easily, 
FASTEST TURN 

Start the turn with a single 
stem on the outside of the turn. 
As the outer ski receives all of 
the weight, lift the inside ski and 
hy the time you put it down par- 
allel to the other ski, the turn will | 
have been completed. After you 
have mastered the liting, if you 
stop to analyze the turn, you will 
he surprised when you realize 
that you have been doing a 
christiania on one foot. 

This swing motion of the turn, to- 
gether with the preliminary turn 
of the stem, is what made it the 
“fastest turn in skiing.” Because the 
feet are quite far apart in the be- 
ginning, the lateral balance is al 
most perfect. On the other hand, 
the fore-and-aft stability is at a 
minimum. This means that the lift 
ed stem should not be used indis- 
criminately where the snow condi- 
tions vary sharply, as a patch of| 
low snow, hit unexpectedly with 
any speed, will mean a forward fall | 
unless the skier is an expert 

This turn cannot be used at high 
speed unless tH® skier has unusual 
ability, as it is made to a great ex- | 
tent on one ski. Since one leg does | 
all the work at the most crucial 
point, collapse of that leg is inevit-| 
able if the speed is excessive. At} 
lower rates the turn is very useful | 
and sometimes, in rutted snow, ab- | 
solutely necessary 

During this turn if is not so vital 
fo keep the inner ski flat, since it 


into 


will not catch in the snow as it 
would if it were being slid into| 
position while in contact with the | 


ground. However, it is best to keep 
the inner ski as flat as possible, 
because if you develop the habit of | 
edging in this turn you will con- | 
tinue edging in others where it will 
be disastrous, 


WEIGHTING IMPORTANT 


Moreover, the fact that you are 
edging is a pretty good sign that 
the weight is not on the outs'de 
foot where it belongs, and as the 
weighting is the most essential 
factor in the turn, one of the 
cardinal sins o2 stemming has 
been committed. Do not try the 
lifled stem zt too siow a speed; it 
will be easier if the speed is 
greater than that at which the 
stein turn has been practiced. The 
slower you are going, the longer 
your inside ski will be off the 
ground, and as that is the crucial 
moment, the turn will be corre- 
spondingly more unsteady, 
STEM CHRISTIANIA 
If the previous lessons have been | 

practiced until the ability to brake 
and to do the stem turn and lifted 
stem is second nature, very little 
trouble will be experienced with! 
any of the technique to be learned | 
later, The beginner will render the | 
task of perfecting himself in the 
more advanced steps much easier 
if he will bear mind that by} 
learning the turns in the correct 
order, he will have to assimilate 
one or two new ideas at a 
time instead of half a dozen 

The truth of this theory is ad- | 
mirably illustrated in the transition | 
from the lifted stern to the stem

CHRISTIES CONTROLLED SKIDS 

All christies are really skids 
that are, or should be controlled. 
An auto going at low speed is un- 
likely to skid. This does not mean 
to begin at high speeds; at ‘irst 
the speed should be only slightly 
faster than the average stem turn. 
As the stem element is slight, the 
swing must be greater. If made 
by itself, the swing would be 
executed only with a great deal 
of effort. 

Unweighting the skis is a way 
out of that difficulty. This is done 
by starting the turn from a high 


crouch, dropping and then rising 
'and dropping again. As you rise, 
also twist the body inward. You} 


will get even better results if you | 
twist outward when you drop the 
first time, for it gives added im- 
petus to the inward twist when ris- 
ing. Start the down-up-down mover | 
ment as soon as you are in the stem 
position. As the skid develops, slide | 
the inside foot into place parallel | 
with the outer ski. As in the stem | 
turns, it is absolutely necessary to | 
keep the inside ski flat on the 
ground, If it is edged on the out- 
side at all, it will catch and either 
force the skier into an excessively | 
wide stem or make the skis cross. 
Both of these faulis almost invar- 
iably result in a fall. 

Try to make this turn as smoothly 
as possible, being especially careful
